H s dead body was 
discovered by his wife, woo liad rnissed 
her hu sband 
and was looking 
for 
him. 
She gave, the alarm immediately and 
su mmoned the neighbors, who investi­ 
gated and discovered that Mr. Scott 
had taken his own life by 
st rangling 
himself with a short 
piece of rope. 
The police were su mmoned and Officer 
John C. Weifenhaefi 
went, to 
the 
scene of the tragedy, and with the 
assistance of neighbors, removed the 
body to the hou se. 
Officer Weifcn- 
baeh, Horace Watson and Arnos Bu rk­ 
holder. who removed the body from 
the coal hou se, say that the case is 
pecu liar, in view of the method em­ 
ployed. 
Evidently tie* man went into 
the. bu ilding for the pu rpose of ending 
his life. 
He u sed a short piece of rope 
abou t three-q u arters of an inch thick, 
which lie knotted abou t a piece of 2x1 
scant ling. 
The beam was so low th a t t he man 
mu st necessarily have kneeled while 
arranging tin* rope, which was not a 
noose, bu t merely passed arou nd the 
beam and the ends joined. 
Scott 
then thru st bis head throu gh the cir­ 
cle of rope and lay down u pon the 
coal. 
When fou nd his body 
rested 
against the side of the bu ilding ex­ 
tended at length u pon the floor and 
coal, face down, with the head held 
u p by tiie rope which had done its 
work. 
The deceased was a son of the ven­ 
erable Mr. and Mrs. .John Scott of 
Como, and was in the iiih year of his 
age. He leaves a wife, hu t no children, 
and two sisters, Mesdaines Oscar Bar- 
tridge of Como and S. Donichy of Nel­ 
son. 
Mr. Scott’s fu neral will he held Su n­ 
day afternoon at 2 o’clock from his 
late residence. 
The bu rial will lie in 
Riverside cemetery.
